The senate previously had been organ- 
ized at its special session which began 
last March 4, but the house proceeded 
to its 01 ga r.ization by re-electing Fred- 
erick H. Gillett, of Massachusetts, over 
Claud Kitchen of North Carolina, the 
Democratic candidate.

Mr. Gillett was elected by an over- 
whelming majority.

cratic leader by \irtue of his nomina- 
tion for speaker-ship.

Never the less last Satnr* 
dav Dr. Haesner, after consultations 
with Professor Hymans, the Dutch heart 
specialist thought it advisable to Bend 
a message to Princess Victoria Louise, 
the only daughter of the former em- 
peror and empress, calling her to Doom, 
The princess, who then was in Vienna, 
had not reached Doom when death came 
to the ex-empress this morning. 
Last night the,patient was only semi 


conscioiiSS«!*Wfe*was kept from suffer- 
ing by frequent hypodermic injections, 
but her breathing appeared to become 
hourly more difficult. 
At five o'clock 


this morning Dr. Haesner assisted the 
attending nurse 
and 
Countess Von* 


Keller, an old friend of the former em- 
press, to adjust the patient's position 
so that she might become more comfort- 
able. 


As the day broke breathing1 b%came 


still more difficult for the failing patient 
and her pulse grew weaker. 


It then was evident to the physicians 
that the end was near and Dr. Haesner 
warned Former Emneror William and 
Prince Adalbert of its approach. 


The ex-empress became unconscious 


and her breathing became fainter and 
fainter until at six o'clock life left her 
frail body. 


The ex-emperor stood at the bedside 


with bent heaj as' death came to his 
consort, and he remained in the room 
for sometime afterward. 


The quiet little village of Doom was 


greitly affected by the news of the ei- 
empre^s' death, which spread rapidly 
enriy in the day as the artisans were 
gome; to work. As the death tells toll- 
ed, the streets filled with little groups 
of villagers, discussing the event. 


Augusta Victoria had lived in Doom 
less than a year, coming here with the 
ex-emperor from Amerongen last May. 
During the first months of her residence 
she visited the village two or three 
times, but afterwards her malady grew 
more serious and she was only occasion- 
ally seen by the people driving in th« 
park in a pony cart. 


It is stated Former Emperor William 


will accompany the body as far as the 
Dutch frontier, the dispatch adds.

Why 
did it fail to do so? 


One reason is. that most Socialists 


are not able to look at facts in any 
broad way, but have their minds firm- 
ly fixed on one conception of life, and 
they make everything bend to that 
conception. 
They do not seem to 


weigh or consider any arguments that 
may be presented to them. 


If you presented properly compiled 


reports to a. competent business man. 
showing that in 20 representative cit- 
ies, municipal ownership of street rail- 
ways had proved profitable to the pub- 
lic, he would weigh those statements 
for just what they were worth. 


He would look carefully look into the 


accounts and see that all the charges 
properly made against the operation ef 
such roads had been made in these 
cases. Then if the facts indicated t-uch 
municipal ownership to be a SUCCCSM, 
no previous prejudice would prevent 
his forming at least a tentative opin- 
ion, that public operation of tiolly lines 
may be a very good proposition. 


But if you presented the contrary 


proposition, with figures from 20 dif- 
ferent cities clearly showing municipal 
ownership of street railways to be a 
failure, it would make no impression. 
on the mind of the ordinary Socialist. 
Most of them in fact do not have a 
good head for business, and could not

When 
they approach a town, they want to 
know what its best part looks like. 
They do not care to see the lumber 
yards and coal sheds and congested 
tenement districts that you commonly 
traverse in going through by rail. 


When a long distance line reaches

PENNSYLVANA WOULD 


GUT PAY OF CLERKS 


Pittsburgh. April 11.—Reduction in 


wages from 1." to 20 per cent was pro- 
posed to representatives of the clerical 
and station forces of the Pennsylvania 
railroad by the road's managers com- 
mittee in conference here 
Saturday. 


Approximately 46.000 employes in these 
departments of the system would be 
iffected by the plan. 


The proposal contemplates the reduc- 


tion of $23 a month, $1 a day, or 12 1-2 
cents an hour, depending upon the 
jasis of pay for storekeepers and their 
assistants and foreman and sub fore- 
men. 


An centering- rate of $70 a month for 


clerks with one ye.ir's experience and 
$60 a month for suident clerks and 
others with less than one year's exper- 
ience was proposed. 
This class in- 


cluded chief clerks and other super- 
visory forces. 
Present minimum rates 


for clerks with more than n yo.ir's ex 
perience is $114.02 and $100.76 for those 
with no experience or la.ss than a year. 


Xo existing rates for train and en- 


gine crews callers, train announcers, 
baggage and parcel room employes, jan- 
itors, elevator 
and 
switchboard oper- 


ators, watchmen and those engaged in 
light duties about the offices would be 
reduced to below $70 a month, $2.75 a 
day or 34.3 cents an hour, depending 
upon the rate basH according: to the 
plan.

POINTS IN SELECTING 


GOOD SEED POTATOES. 


Care should be observed In selecting 


seed potatoes if good yields are to be 
secured, according to the department 
of botany at the Ohio Experiment Sta- 
tion. 


Potatoes showing 
inside discolora- 


tion when they arc being cut for seed 
should not be used. Fusarlum wilt is 
identified by a sunken area at the stem 
end of the tuber and a dark brown 
crescent-shapod mark on the longitudi- 
nal section of the potato. 
Treating seed stock with formalin 


or corrosive .sublimate falls to control 
this wilt ;md spraying later on gives 
no help. 


The. selection of disease-free seed po- 


tatoes, together 
with 
crop rotation 


seems to be the only method to check 
this disease. 
Black leg is controlled by selecting 


seed showing 
no internal discolora- 


tion. The time to check this disease 
is when the seed is taken from the 
storage bin.
